“Senator McCarthy’s proposed investi- 

gation of the press has started. James 
Wechsler, editor of the New York 
, has been called before McCarthy 

‘for questioning. The Post has been con 

‘siatently critical of McCarthy. 

The pretext used was that Mr. 
Wechsler had admittedly been a mem- 
‘per of the Young Communist League 
some 15 years ago, when he was in 
eollege. Therefore, though he ceased 
to be a Communist in 1937 and has 
teen a vigorous opponent of Com- 
munism since then, he is considered 


suspect. 

«But the ex-Communists whose views 
please the McCarthy group, are never 
called to account or their word ques- 
tioned, even when their statements 
contain actual discrepancies. This fact 
makes the pretext pretty thin. It is 
really an assault on the integrity and 
independence at the press. 


‘. This is obviously part of a pattern 
by which the McCarthy group hopes 
ta silence or drive out of the means 
of communication all who dare oppose 
them, If they can contro] what is said 
in the movies, on television, in radio, 
in -eolleges, in books, in the press, the 
public will be lost. 

Where this happens free institutions 
eannot exist. These groups are insid- 
jously undermining the free institutions 
they claim to defend. They are trying 
todo indirectly the same thing that 
the Communists would do directly. 

When any group seeks to control the 
éxpression of opinion by private citi- 

ns, when they seek to control what 
deas are allowed to be heard through 
‘all the means of communication, when 
‘they seek to punish, directly or indi- 
rectly, all who disagree with them— 
they are essentially totalitarian, what- 
ever they call themselves. 


The right to dissent, to differ from 
those in power, is the essential and 
‘vital difference between freedom and 
tyranny. Freedom is the right of choice 
on the part of the men and women 
who comprise a society. This liberty 
Ys only real when the public has free 
‘access to all points of view. 

» To deny this right of choice is to 
Heny the whole concept of freedom. 
institutions cannot exist where 
ose in power can decide what opin- 
dons individuals may hold, what ideas 
the people may explore. 
: Independence and freedom on the 
the press and all means of 
blic communication are vital if our 
orm of government is to exist. Attempts 
to undermine them strike, at the very 
existence of our free society. Such 
‘attempts must be checked if freedom 
is to endure.

If utilities. are permitted to earn a return on 
an investment which they might have made but 
didn’t, the rate base is not going to be “definite, 
stable and readily ascertainable,” and the con- 
sumer will pay a fictitious charge on a fictitious 
valuation. The Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion ought to decline to be a party to any such 
statistical rigging as that, and should continue to 
establish utility values according to the invest- 
ment that has actually been made in utility 
property.

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Too Meaningful to Lapse 
Nearly two weeks have passed since Senator 
David A. Hess of St. Louis introduced a resolu- 
tion in Missouri’s Senate opposing the offshore- 


oil giveaway by Congress. Senator Jackson of. 


Washington inserted Senator Hess’s resolution 
in the Congressional Record the day after it 
was Offered at Jefferson City. But though the 
Missouri Legislafure is nearing the end of its 
session, Senator Hess has not brought his reso- 
lution to the floor for discussion and vote. 

The resolution is of too much importance to 
be allowed to go by default. Even though both 
houses of Congress have already passed the 
giveaway bill, there is good reason for Mis- 
souri’s Senate to put itself on the record. 

If the giveaway becomes law, it will be con- 
tested in the courts. Rhode Island, Arkansas and 
Missouri have already indicated that they will 
join in whatever legal action is necessary to 
protect their interests.

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Everybody Can Do Something 


I once knew a fellow who had only one 
leg, and yet he could play the fiddle better 
than anybody I ever heard. 


Was it Mark Twain who uttered that elusive 
bit of wisdom? Whoever it was, one of the larg- 
est American corporations is repeating it, with 
conviction, in its daily operations now. An in- 
spiring account of the way General Motors is 
using handicapped workers whose handicaps are 


- irrelevant to their assigned tasks is given by 


Howard Whitman in Collier’s Weekly. 

General Motors’s philosophy is that everybody 
is handicapped for something, but everybody is 
unhandicapped for something too. Things that 
are usually not thought of as handicaps, further- 
more, may be worse drawbacks for some jobs 
than obvious handicaps like blindness or a miss- 
ing limb. “A man who happens to have large 
thumbs is handicapped at handling needle bear- 
ings, much more than a man who has no legs,” 
Mr. Whitman writes. “A man with no arms is 
obviously handicapped in the shipping room. 
But a man who can’t stand noise is just as han- 
dicapped in the forge room.” So GM tries to find 
out what a man is good for and forget what he 
is not good for, , 

A man whose body is twisted and crippled by 
polio is a “terrific draftsman.” A _ deaf-mute 
works efficiently as a repairman fn the plating 
division, and feels that the decréased distraction 
is a help (Edison felt the same about his own 
deafness). A workman with an almost useless 
left hand inspects connecting-rod nuts and 
bolts. A Blind man tests the welds on tail fins 
for bazooka rockets, gauges for size, and shears 
down where necessary—faster than the pro- 
duction schedule calls for. And when someone 
remarked that a blind man can’t run a punch 
press, the reply was, “Well, don’t tell Oldsmo- 
bile, because they’ve got them doing it!” 

What are the values that come from such a 
philosophy? America is a more prodictive na- 
tion for it. The men who work are happier for 
being useful. And as one excellent example, Mr. 
Whitman tells of 11 blind workers in one plant 
who would be receiving $633.60 a month in aid 
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the 

‘ings tax.

Donnelly, on 
consideration of. the facts, surely will grant. 
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End of a Strange Debate 

Toll road bills are bogged deeper in the 
Legislature now than a heavy axle in Missouri 
gumbo. The defeat of the bills is no misfortune, 
for the debate about them took on a mystic 
quality that did little to clarify the issue. 

Proponents spoke dreamily of vast turnpikes, 
built free for the state and streaming traffic 
across this “crossroads of the nation” from 
toll roads still undreamed of in ‘adjacent states. 
Opponents warned. direly that such turnpikes 
would ruin business and towns along present 
highways. ; 

At its lowest level the discussion seemed to 
echo a disagreement between bond houses and 
motel operators. 

None of this had much bearing on whether 
Missouri needs toll roads, and not too much 
bearing in fact. Experience of other states does 
not show that turnpikes are cheap or, on the 
other hand, that they ruin local businesses. 

What the record does indicate is that toll 
roads can be justified where traffic is heavy 
and adequate free roads cannot be built. But 
toll roads also are more expensive than free 
highways, Turnpikes involve rush construction, 
and the bonds that support them require in- 
terest which ‘builds no pavement, 

The toll system paid for many public projects 
years ago which are free today, and few Ameri- 
cans would want to return to that system with- 
out proof of necessity. 

For such proof the legislators could have 
turned to the State Highway Department, now 
engaged in a 10-year road building program. 
But nobody seemed interested in such expert 
advice. Instead, the proponents wanted to au-~ 
thorize construction, and boldly argued that in- 
vestment houses would decide whether the state 
could support such projects. 

Somehow it seems unlikely that Missourians 
would want to turn their. highway policy over to 
bond brokers instead of the State Highway Com- 
mission. Until the argument for toll roads is 
much more conclusive than it has been, the 
dream can wait. 
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A Chain of Rocks 

The chain of rocks in the Sawyer’s Bend reach 
of the Mississippi River opposite North St. 
Louis has proved to be as costly a menace to 
the comings and goings of man as there is in 
these parts. It has cost the Government some 
$40,000,000. ¢ 

The rocks protrude from the Missouri shore 
and extend beneath the surface about half way 
toward the Illinois side. Years ago they broke 
the surface at low water; but now they lie 
silently only five and a half feet down, creating 
a narrow, swift and extremely tortuous avenue 
for towboat and barge. 

Since last February, however, river ‘traffic 
has been able to bypass this stretch of swift, 
shoal water. Completion of the eight and a half 
mile Chain of Rocks canal and lecks has pro- 
vided a safe, still-water route east of Sawyer’s 
Bend. The canal begins about a mile south of 


the Missouri river confluence, cuts through the — 


Illinois lowlands and re-enters the Mississippi 
opposite East Grand avenue, Its opening is be 
ing celebrated today. 

The project eliminates the last obstacle tu 
a minimum nine-foot river channel between New 
Orleans and St. Paul, and should make the Mis- 
sissippi an, even more important commercial 
artery than it is today. As a dividend directly 
benefiting the St. Louis metropolitan area, a 
still-water harbor has been dredged just above 
the locks. 

The Bi-State Development Agency is setting 
up shop at this site. Its wharf and freight termi- 
nal, to be completed within six months, will 
provide its first earned income, and may lead 
to greater things. The fact that it has come this 
far in the face of the ¢old and indifferent atti- 
tude of the Missouri Legislature indicates deter- 
mination to succeed. 

But that is another story. What is important 


now is that the canal and locks have finally | 


come inte being, and river traffic can avoid the 
chain of rocks for which the oroject is named.

of local origin mails. On Feb. 3, 1893, the 
first streetcar RPO was established, oper- 
ating between St. Louis and suburban 
Florissant, a distanee of 18 miles. 

The advantages offered. by the new 
streetcar RPO were apparent almost imme- 
diately and the idea spread to many other 
cities. About 50 of these lines were in op- 
eration throughout the country at the peak 
of their popularity. , 

The personnel required for the operation 
of these RPOs consisted of a motorman 
and a trolley boy, both employes of the 
wh mag g company, and two or more postal 

erks. : 

With a mail box to be “robbed” on each 
street corner and a trolley car loaded 
with passengers following closely and in- 
sistently clanging for right-of-way, the 
sporting attitude ofthe “local” clerk de- 
manded that he dash from the car, unlock 
the box, gather the loose mail, lock the 
box and return to the moving car without 
a break in stride, Fleetness of foot was a 
requisite. ° 

The Post Office Department required 
that all streetcar RPOs be painted white 
to distinguish them from the passenger 
trolleys. This was for protection in cases 
of mob violence during times of labor 
strife. Py 

The coming of the automobile led to the 
downfall of these RPOs and in 1915 the 
“Olive Street Fast Mail” was replaced by 
a fleet of Model T Ford mail trucks. 

The colorful Pony Express was launched 


. known as Lambert Fie

at St. Joseph, Mo., on April 3, 1860, be- 
tween St. Joseph and Sacramento, Calif. 
It ran a remarkable schedule, covering the 
1965-mile trip in 10 days, using approxi- 
mately 80 relays of riders and 190 horses. 
The postage rate at the beginning was 
$5 an ounce. The record time for the trip 
was 7 days and 17 hours—quite a feat for 
man and horse. Buffalo Bill Cody, fore- 
most frontiersman, was one of the hardy 
courageous riders. ' 


Short lived, the Pony Express gave way 
to the telegraph after only about 16 
months of operation. However, the need 
for a means of sorting mail quickly for 
the waiting Pony Express at St. Joseph re- 
sulted in mail being worked en route in a 
mail car for the first time. 


This service. was placed in effect on the 
Hannibal & St, Joseph Railroad. The first 
trip was made on July 28, 1862. Fred Har- 
vey of the famous dining service was one 
of the clerks who participated in this early 
mail service. 


St. Louis, although created by the river, 
welcomed the coming of the railroad, 
which proved to be its greatest stimulus, 
and the transition to it was made without 
falter. In 1874, on July 4, the dawn of the 
golden age of railroading broke with the 
opening of the St. Louis Bridge and Tun- 
nel, better known as Eads Bridge. 


Union Station when completed in 1894 
was twice the size of the next largest sta- 
tion in existence—a bit. of foresightedness 
that has paid many dividends. At one time 
a total of 22 trunk lines gathered beneath 
its great arching roof.

GIANT IN CHAINS, by Barrows Dunham. (Little, 
Brown. 268 pgs., $3.75.) 
Ralph G. Ross in The New Republic. 


Books by professional philosophers in 
our day are so technical that they can be 
read only by specialists. An original 
philosophical work written for the general 
reader, inviting a widespread discussion of 
ideas, might be of immense value. 

Mr. Dunham’s book seems to be an at- 
tempt of this sort, but it is actually part of 
a small, undistinguished tradition of 
popular philosophical writing intended to 
persuade the layman of the ultimate in- 
competence of professional philosophers 
and the necessary truth of Marxism. 

“Giant in Chains” develeps a philosophy

SPLENDID, WE WOULD COMMENT in both cases. How- 
ever, to both of these mothers, and to others in similar cir- 
cumstances, we would like to give a slight warning: 

Five, six, and seven-year-old children are not always as 
capable as they seem to be. And even though they may be 
spasmodically capable and can on occasion rise to remarkable 
heights of domestic usefulness, they are as a rule not con- 
sistently capable. Nor consistently trustworthy. 

Often they can, if they are so minded, take over quite 
a little responsibility about “minding” the baby. But it is 
best and safest when they do so for mother to be at least 
within calling distance. So long as no special erisis or prob- 
lem arises, they may do very nicely indeed. But even a very 
small crisis may be too much for them. 

It is especially important that young children not be en- 
couraged or permitted to do much carrying and lifting of their 
baby brothers and sisters. Serious accidents can and do 
résult when a baby is held in the often awkward and slippery 
grasp ofa not much older brother or sister. 


x * * 

AND AS FOR LITTLE GIRL who “just loves” the 
baby and likes to hug and kiss him extravagantly—such at- 
tentions are often too rough. If you have ever watched little 
children in nursery school as they hug and push their con- 
temporaries, you will realize that they often lack reasonable 
restraint in their expressions of affection, fiust as they do in 
their expressions of dislike. 

Also (a slight serpent in the garden) many times a child 
who is actually jealous and resentful of a baby brother or 
sister covers this up with lavish expressions of affection, phy- 
sical and verbal. 

So that, in general, while we like to encourage both affec- 
tion and helpfulness in our children, it is often safest not to 
give preschoolers too free a hand with their baby brothers 
and sisters.

South won and led a low dia- 
mond, West, hoping to make de- 
clarer feel that the diamonds 
were going to break, put up the 
queen—but the only one he fooled 
was his own partner. Declarer 
made West a present of the trick, 
and when a second heart was 
played East decided that there 
was no use in holding off any 
longer. He feared that the entire 
diamond suit was now estab- 
lished, so he put up the heart 
ace and shifted to spades, hoping 
against hope he would find his 
partner in that suit. Actually, of 
course, South’s spade queen held 
the trick, and now South could 
well afford to »ass another dia- 
mond, insuring that a third lead 
would bring in four diamond 
tricks.

On Public Health

St. Louis Health Commissioner 
ITH the approach of the va- 
cation season many persons 
are planning trips to foreign 

countries, 

Because immunization require- 
ments vary in foreign countries 
travelers may be required to show 
proof of inoculations against 
smallpox, yellow fever, typhus 
and cholera. , 

; oe 

IMMUNIZATION against cer- 
tain epidemic diseases is not only 
important as a personal health 
protection for the traveler in for- 
eign countries, but is also a safe- 
guard against the spread of dis- 
ease. 

By obtaining the necessary im- 
munizations before starting a trip 
you can avoid delays at ports of 
entry. Information regarding 
travel requirements canbe se- 
cured from the consulates of the 
various countries to be visited, or 
by calling the St. Louis Health 
Division, MAin 5560, Station 261. 

An “International Certificate 
of Inoculation and Vaccination” is 
furnished each traveler when he 
applies for his visa on which his 
physician will record his immu- 
nizations. This is the only type 
of immunization document accept- 
ed by many nations and the in- 


formation for each immunization 


must be complete. 

In addition to this immuniza- 
tion certificate some countries re- 
quire a health certificate, issued 
by a physician, stating the travel- 
er is in good physical ahd mental 
condition and free from commu- 
nicable disease. To be valid these 
certificates must be certified by 
the local health officer in the area 


in which the ee 
cian practices, and must the 
official Health Division seal, Pri- 


vate physicians may mail Interna. 
tional Certificates of Inoculation 
and Vaccination and health cere 
tificates to the Office of the 
Health Commissioner for certifi- 
cation. The certificates will be 
returned to ts arene by mail. 


THE UNITED STATES FOR- 
EIGN QUARANTINE REGULA- 
TIONS require that all persons, 
whether Americans or nationals 
of other countries, present upon 
entering this country a certificate 
showing satisfactory evidence of 
vaccination within three years 
prior to arrival, or evidence of a
